NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

BURLAP  WRAPPING  FOR  MEAT 

Since  burlap  used  without  any  other  material  as  a  wrapping  for  meat  deposits 
lint  on  the  meat  and  does  not  sufficiently  protect  it  from  outside  contamination, 
the  use  of  burlap  as  a  wrapping  for  meat  will  no  longer  be  permitted  unless  the 
meat  is  first  wrapped  with  a  good  grade  of  paper  or  cloth  of  a  kind  which  will 
prevent  contamination  with  lint  or  other  foreign  matter. 

FOREIGN  CANNED  MEAT 

Under  regulation  27  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (revised)  foreign  canned  meat  and 
meat  food  products  are  required  to  be  sound,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  other- 
wise fit  for  human  food  at  the  time  they  are  offered  for  importation  into  the 
United  States.  Therefore,  consignments  of  such  products  containing  more  than 
one-fourth  of  1  percent  of  unsound  or  suspicious  cans  (leakers,  swellers,  short 
vacuums,  overstuffed),  or  both,  will  not  be  permitted  entry. 

The  initial  inspection  of  foreign  canned  meat  or  meat  food  products  shall 
consist  of  a  5  percent  sample  inspection.  If  more  than  one-fourth  of  1  percent 
of  unsound  or  suspicious  cans  (leakers,  swellers,  short  vacuums,  overstuffed),  or 
both,  are  found  upon  initial  sample  inspection,  then  an  additional  sample  inspec- 
tion of  not  more  than  5  percent  shall  be  made,  and  if  the  percentage  of  unsound 
or  suspicious  cans,  or  both,  still  exceeds  one-fourth  of  1  percent  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Bureau  and  the  product  held  in  United  States  Customs  custody 
pending  further  instructions. 

FOREIGN  CURED  MEAT 

Cured  meat  containing  not  less  than  3.5  percent  of  salt,  as  determined  on  a 
fat-free  basis,  and  from  which  all  bones  have  been  removed  will  be  permitted 
importation  from  countries  in  which  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists  provided 
that,  (1)  the  meat  is  held  in  an  unfrozen  fresh  condition  for  at  least  7  days  imme- 
diately following  the  slaughter  of  the  animals  from  which  it  was  derived  before 
it  was  placed  in  cure,  or  (2)  the  meat  is  held  in  an  unfrozen  condition  for  at  least 
60  days  after  having  been  placed  in  cure. 

Foreign  meat-inspection  certificates  accompanying  cured  meat  will  be  required 
to  bear  a  statement  showing  the  date  of  slaughter  of  the  animals  from  which  it 
was  derived,  and  the  date  when  the  meat  was  placed  in  cure,  also  that  the  meat 
was  held  in  an  unfrozen  fresh  condition  at  least  7  days  before  being  placed  in 
cure  or  that  it  w"as  held  at  least  60  days  in  an  unfrozen  condition  since  being 
placed  in  cure. 

IMPORT  MEAT  SEALS 

When  the  present  stock  of  red  top.  Brooks  button  foreign-meat  seals,  Central 
Supply  Section  stock  item  no.  42-S-2075,  is  exhausted  automatic  S.  B.  V.  foreign- 
ineat  seals  will  be  furnished  for  sealing  containers  of  foreign  meat  destined  to 
interior  points  in  the  United  States  for  inspection.  The  new  seals  are  serially 
numbered  and  can  be  affixed  to  containers  without  sealing  presses. 

Requisitions  for  the  new  seals  should  be  made  on  form  AD- 14,  stock  item 
no.  42-S-2030.     The  unit  of  issue  is  50  seals.

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  530.— In  re  Ideal  Live  Poultry  Market,  Inc.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  November  28,  1936,  directed  that  a  hearing 
be  held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application 
for  a  license  to  buy,  sell,  and  handle  live  poultry  in  commerce,  made  under  title  V 
of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on 
December  11  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found  that  the  applicant  was 
financially  unable  to  meet  the  obligations  which  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee.  On 
April  1,  1937,  the  applicant  was  notified  that  its  application  had  been  denied,  but 
that  the  enforcement  of  that  order  would  be  postponed  for  20  days  for  the  purpose 
of  allowing  it  an  opportunity  to  qualify  for  a  license,  by  putting  sufficient  addi- 
tional free  working  capital  into  the  business,  or  by  furnishing  a  satisfactory  bond, 
or  trust  fund  agreement,  to  secure  the  prompt  performance  of  its  financial  obliga- 
tions which  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee. 

Docket  no.  534- — In  re  Louis  Bagneris,  et  al.,  Arabi,  La.  The  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  February  24,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  under  title  III  of  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  lawfulness  of  any 
and  all  rates  and  charges  of  the  respondents  at  the  New  Orleans  Stockyards.  A 
hearing  was  held  from  May  11  to  21,  1936.  Recommendations  as  to  proceedings, 
findings  of  fact,  conclusions,  and  order  were  served  on  respondents  on  October  12 
and  respondents  filed  exceptions  thereto  on  October  29.

On  April  1,  1937,  the  Acting  Secretary  issued  an  order  prescribing  a  schedule  of 
reasonable  rates  and  charges  to  become  effective  in  30  days.
